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LINES  OF  COMMUNICATION 

Recently  I met  a man  whose  job  it  is  to  keep 
lines  of  communication  open.  With  his  big  truck 
and  his  one  companion,  he  goes  up  into  the 
High  Sierra,  down  through  Owens  Valley,  east 
over  the  mountains  into  Death  Valley,  wherever 
in  all  that  region  telephone  lines  or  television 
antennae  have  been  damaged  by  wind  or  storm. 
It  is  easy  to  imagine  the  relief  of  those  who  have 
been  cut  off  from  the  world,  at  the  sight  of  him 
and  his  equipment. 

This  practical,  tangible  occupation  turns 
one’s  attention  to  keeping  open  lines  of  com- 
munication in  general,  including  even  the  trans- 
lation of  books.  How  isolated  our  present  would 
be  without  those  avenues  which  reveal  to  us  the 
knowledge  and  thought  of  the  past,  from  which 
to  draw  sustenance  and  reassurance. 

In  our  human  relations  there  can  be  no  happy, 
wholesome  living  when  lines  of  communication 
are  interrupted.  These  lines  are  very  sensitive; 
a bit  of  impatience  or  an  angry  word  can  close 
them,  and  nothing  keeps  them  closed  like  re- 
sentment. 

The  man  who  drives  his  truck  through  wind 
and  storm  over  narrow  roads  into  high  moun- 
tains has  no  more  difficult  job,  nor  one  more 
important,  than  we  have  in  our  personal  rela- 
tions to  keep  our  lines  of  communication  open.

POSTURE  AND  WORSHIP 

This  article,  by  Donald  Campbell,  clerk  of  Mexico 
City  Meeting,  was  published  in  La  Voz  de  los  Amigos, 
spring,  1959.  The  author  has  kindly  provided  us  with 
the  English  version. 

Does  the  way  we  sit  influence  the  quality  of 
our  worship?  I am  sure  that  it  does.  How  well 
can  a person  meditate  when  he  is  slumped 
down  in  his  chair,  or  sits  with  one  leg  crossed 
over  the  other  in  a way  that  impedes  the  circula- 
tion of  his  blood  and  forces  him  to  change  his 
position  at  five-  or  ten-minute  intervals?  But 
if  you  look  around  at  our  meetings  for  worship, 
aren’t  most  of  us  seated  in  one  or  other  of  these 
positions? 

But  the  object  of  this  article  is  not  to  criticize. 
I hope  to  be  helpful,  first  by  pointing  out  the 
importance  of  posture  to  successful  meditation, 
then  by  describing  how  correct  posture  (or  what 
I find  to  be  correct  posture)  has  improved  the 
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quality  of  my  participation  in  the  meeting  for 
worship. 

One  finds  little  in  Quaker  literature  on  the 
subject  of  posture.  Howard  Brinton  does  speak 
of  it  in  his  Guide  to  Quaker  Practice:  “Assem- 
bling in  an  orderly  fashion  and  sitting  in  a 
decorous  manner  has  real  importance.  . . Out- 
ward slouching  detracts  from  the  likelihood  of 
inner  concentration.  Even  in  work  camps  and 
other  places  where  the  exigencies  of  space  and 
the  absence  of  chairs  requires  sitting  on  the 
ground,  a certain  orderliness  and  erect  posture 
should  be  maintained.” 

Sitting  on  the  ground  or  on  a carpet  is  exactly 
what  a Hindu  or  Buddhist  would  prescribe  for 
meditation,  and  we  must  admit  that  their  prac- 
tice of  the  art  goes  back  many  centuries  beyond 
our  Quaker  experience.  All  of  us  have  seen  the 
little  statues  of  Gautama  the  Buddha  sitting  with 
the  left  foot  placed  against  the  right  thigh,  and 
the  right  leg  folded  over  the  left  thigh.  I believe 
this  is  what  the  Hindu  yogis  refer  to  as  sicld- 
hasana,  the  “perfect  pose”  for  meditation.  Most 
Westerners  find  it  very  difficult,  unless  they 
have  practiced  it  for  a long  time. 

Proof  of  the  importance  which  the  yogis  attri- 
bute to  correct  posture  is  to  be  found  in  a basic 
yoga  document,  The  Yoga  Aphorisms  of  Patan- 
jali,  which  speaks  of  posture  even  before  ap- 
proaching the  matter  of  correct  breathing. 
Patanjali  does  not  recommend  any  particular 
posture;  he  simply  says,  “Sitting  is  to  be  steady 
and  pleasurable.”  We  may  assume,  with  confid- 
ence, that  “sitting”  to  Patanjali  meant  sitting 
on  the  ground  or  on  a carpet,  but  not  upon  a 
chair  or  bench,  both  of  which  are  comparatively 
modern  Western  innovations  . 

The  traditional  Catholic  posture  for  worship 
is  the  kneeling  one,  and  Catholics  skilled  in  the 
art  of  prayer  spend  many  consecutive  hours 
upon  their  knees.  I find  this  posture  very  tiring 
after  the  first  few  minutes,  but  that  again  can 
be  laid  to  lack  of  practice.  But  not  all  Catholic 
prayer  and  meditation  is  accomplished  on  the 
knees.  There  is  also  the  practice  of  Catholic 
monks  who  walk  slowly  back  and  forth  in 
cloister  or  garden  as  they  tell  their  beads  or 
read  their  breviaries. 

In  that  excellent  anthology  of  the  religious 
way,  The  Choice  is  Always  Ours,  1 find  good

advice  about  posture  in  an  article  by  Helen 
Molyneux  Salisbury:  “The  position  of  the  body 
during  prayer  is  a highly  important  matter. 
Probably,  however,  the  only  positive  things  that 
can  be  said  about  it  are  that  it  should  be  a 
relaxed  and  balanced  position,  that  it  should 
always  be  the  same  position,  and  that  it  should 
be  quietly  maintained  without  change  or  move- 
ment during  the  whole  of  the  meditative  period.” 

Ernest  E.  Wood,  in  his  American  edition  of 
Patanjali’s  Yoga  Aphorisms,  says  that  Westerners 
need  not  sit  on  the  ground  in  order  to  practice 
meditation.  “You  can  sit  on  a chair  and  rest 
your  arms  on  the  arms  of  the  chair,  thus  reliev- 
ing your  shoulders  of  the  weight  of  your  arms. 
Then,  for  the  sake  of  good  breathing,  I advise 
stuffing  a cushion  in  the  small  of  the  back  to 
keep  it  upright.  In  that  position  you  should  then 
see  that  the  head  is  well  balanced  on  the  neck.” 

But  Wood  does  not  leave  the  subject  of  pos- 
ture without  a word  of  advice  to  those  who 
would  practice  meditation  on  the  beach  or  in 
the  garden,  or  in  other  places  (work  camps  in- 
cluded) where  chairs  are  absent  or  inadequate. 
“You  sit  down  cross-legged,  with  the  knees 
moderately  raised;  pass  a long  scarf  round  the 
small  of  the  back  and  tie  it  round  the  knees 
in  front  to  support  their  weight.  Then  rest  the 
hands,  with  palms  together,  on  the  cloth  be- 
tween the  knees.  In  this  position,  hands,  legs, 
and  back  are  all  well  supported,  and  there  is 
easy  loosening  of  effort,  and  no  cramp,  even 
after  a long  time.” 

And  now  for  my  own  posture  prescription: 
Sit  straight  upright  and  well  back  in  the  chair, 
which  should,  of  course,  be  low  enough  not  to 
press  against  the  back  of  the  knees.  The  hands 
may  rest  upon  the  thighs  or  they  may  be  cupped 
together  in  the  lap.  Keep  both  feet  planted 
solidly  on  the  floor.  After  ten  or  fifteen  minutes 
have  passed  and  your  mind  is  quiet,  lean  slightly 
forward,  so  that  your  back  does  not  press  against 
the  chair  at  all.  You  may  feel  the  upper  part  of 
your  body  swaying  ever  so  slightly  back  and 
forth,  back  and  forth.  Bring  into  your  mind’s 
eye  the  image  of  a candle  flame  in  a closed 
room:  still,  poised,  reaching  upward  without 
strain. 

I find  that  I am  able  to  hold  this  position  until 
the  end  of  meeting  without  feeling  any  trace  of 
fatigue.  It  seems  to  satisfy  the  requirements  of 
the  various  authorities  I have  cited,  and  it  cer- 
tainly does  away  with  any  need  of  stuffing  a 
cushion  in  the  small  of  the  back.  What  is  more, 
it  serves  to  brighten  that  small  dim  candle  flame 
of  worship  which  each  Friend  brings  to  meeting 
and  places  upon  the  altar.  The  quality  of  our 
worship  should  not  be  forced.

CRIME  AND  THE  TREATMENT  OF  OFFENDERS 

Franklin  Zahn,  of  Claremont  Meeting,  attend- 
ed the  Friends  Conference  on  Crime  and  the 
Treatment  of  the  Offender,  held  November  12 
to  25,  1959,  at  Germantown,  Ohio.  He  was  the 
official  representative  of  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting. 
He  reports  that  there  were  several  discussion 
groups:  capital  punishment,  prison  visiting, 

county  jails,  parole.  “I  attended  the  group  on 
teen-age  crime,  because  it  dealt  with  crime  pre- 
vention, and  to  me  much  of  the  future  work  of 
Friends  may  lie  in  this  area  rather  than  in  deal- 
ing with  offenders  after  it  is,  as  one  warden  put 
it,  ‘too  late’. 

“As  for  Claremont  Meeting’s  special  concern 
presented  at  La  Honda,  I was  happy  to  see  so 
many  other  delegates  feeling  it  was  high  time 
for  Friends  to  do  some  basic  examining  of  the 
concept  of  imprisonment.  And  all  eighty  of  us 
were  pleasantly  surprised  to  find  so  many  other 
Friends  busily  engaged  at  important  tasks,  as 
both  laymen  and  professionals,  in  this  field  of 
Friends  traditional  interest.” 

Franklin  Zahn  was  asked  to  serve  on  the 
Steering  Committee  of  the  conference,  and  he 
will  also  be  a member  of  the  Continuation  Com- 
mittee. This  latter  group  will  prepare  a short 
leaflet  reporting  the  three-day  sessions,  and  a 
longer  study  booklet  relating  to  Friends’  ongo- 
ing concerns.

Message  of  the  Conference 

As  we  have  gathered  from  widely  scattered 
points  in  the  United  States  and  Canada  and 
have  reviewed  the  distress  suffered  by  many  of 
God’s  children,  a strong  desire  has  arisen  in  our 
hearts  to  reach  out  to  those  who  need  our  help. 
As  we  seek  love  and  mercy  for  ourselves,  so  we 
seek  mercy  for  the  offender  and  those  who  suf- 
fer from  his  crimes.  Our  wish  is  to  restore  the 


wrong  doer  to  a happy,  healthy,  useful  life. 
God’s  spirit  is  available  to  every  man  even 
though  through  folly  he  has  brought  judgment 
upon  himself.  Under  proper  conditions  restora- 
tion can  often  be  realized.  No  human  being 
should  be  abandoned  as  hopeless. 

The  present-day  problem  of  delinquency  in 
its  many  forms  is  a gigantic  one,  and  too  well 
known  to  need  review.  However,  we  are  driven 
from  within  to  face  it  with  whatever  intelligence 
and  courage  we  possess,  placing  ourselves  in 
God’s  hands  to  enter  any  humble  service  for 
which  the  way  is  open.  Few  of  us  are  trained 
but  we  hope  both  you  and  we  can  be  counted 
among  those  who  care. 

Present-day  knowledge  of  Social  Science  and 
Psychology  offer  professional  tools  of  far-reach- 
ing promise.  These  should  be  used  to  the  full 
both  for  prevention  and  treatment,  but  always 
with  insight  and  imagination.  Despite  some  pro- 
gress in  the  field  of  penology  there  are  many 
conditions  which  still  clamor  for  reform.  Ven- 
gence  rather  than  restoration  is  too  often  the 
motivating  force  of  the  courts  and  the  penal 
system.  The  government  can  do  much  to  bring 
improvement  but  officials  often  are  almost 
powerless  without  the  support  of  an  enlightened 
citizenry. 

Through  the  work  of  early  Friends  we  have 
inherited  a noble  tradition.  It  was  through  rea- 
son, common  sense  and  love  that  much  good  was 
accomplished.  The  question  for  us,  however,  is 
not  the  past  but  the  present  and  future. 

We  lay  it  upon  Friends  everywhere  to  reaffirm 
our  testimony  regarding  the  abolishment  of  Cap- 
ital Punishment  and  to  renew  efforts  to  improve 
the  penal  system  as  it  relates  to  probation  and 
parole,  the  treatment  of  youthful  offenders  and 
the  rehabilitation  of  jails.  We  also  urge  an  in- 
crease in  friendly  visiting  of  prisoners. 

Two  important  questions  are  raised.  Are  we 
being  called?  Are  we  ready  to  respond?

TACOMA  SEEKS  VITALITY 
IN  STUDY  PROJECTS 

When  the  Tacoma  education  committee  ask- 
ed attenders  what  subjects  might  be  of  special 
interest  to  them,  it  got  all  at  once  material  for  a 
year’s  study.  This  method  has  been  found  to 
bring  a quickening  of  interest  and  response  and 
to  prevent  discussions  from  becoming  overaca- 
demic. Enthusiasm  has  also  been  generated  by 
role  playing,  on  subjects  that  lend  themselves 
to  this  method. 

The  Tacoma  group  plans  also  to  experiment 
with  using  one  discussion  period  a month  for 
letter  writing;  a subject  will  be  offered  but  may 
be  used  or  not  as  individuals  are  led.  Some 
members  plan  to  devote  this  time  to  the  pro- 
ject of  commending  popular  magazines  for  ar- 
ticles they  have  printed  on  such  subjects  as  dis- 
armament, and  asking  other  magazines  to  print 
such  material. 


FUNCTION  OF  THE  FAMILY  IN 
A CHANGING  CIVILIZATION 

Book  Review 

Family  Development,  by  Evelyn  Millis  Duvall, 
Lippincott,  1958. 

“It  is  exciting  today  to  see  the  family  in  our  country 
freed  from  the  burden  of  producing  things,  facing  as 
its  primary  function  the  development  of  sturdy,  whole- 
some personalities;”  is  the  pleasantly  different  and 
optimistic  approach  of  the  author.  On  the  following 
page  she  states  further,  “Today’s  family  becomes  a 
miniature  laboratory  at  work  on  the  most  challenging 
world-wide  problem;  how  to  live  together  in  creative 
peace,  build  harmony  out  of  difference,  and  make  de- 
mocracy work.” 

This  book  deals  with  developmental  tasks  for  the 
family  and  for  the  members  of  the  family  at  different 
ages — a developmental  task  being  one  arising  about  a 
certain  period  in  an  individual’s  life,  successful  treat- 
ment of  which  leads  to  happiness  and  success  with 
later  tasks,  and  failure  in  which  leads  to  unhappiness, 
disapproval  by  society,  and  later  difficulties. 

Evelyn  Duvall  discusses  this  concept  further  by 
pointing  out  that  such, tasks  have  two  primary  origins; 
physical  growth,  and  cultural  pressures  and  privileges. 
Another  origin,  actually  derived  from  these  two,  is  in 
the  aspirations  of  the  individual  and  his  or  her  values. 

Family  members  are  grouped  as  pre-school,  school 
age,  teen  age,  man  and  woman.  Samples  chosen  from 
among  the  many  dozens  of  tasks  mentioned  for  chil- 
dren, somewhat  in  order  of  ascending  age,  are  these: 
mastering  physical  skills  appropriate  to  his  stage  of 
motor  development,  settling  into  daily  routines  of  rest 
and  activity,  beginning  to  master  impulses  and  con- 
form to  expectations,  developing  healthy  emotional  ex- 
pressions for  a wide  variety  of  experiences,  learning  to 
communicate  with  others,  finding  the  self  a worthy 
person,  achieving  a satisfying  and  socially  accepted 
masculine  or  feminine  role,  finding  emotional  indepen- 
dence of  adults. 

Among  the  tasks  of  the  parents  ,also  somewhat  in 
order  of  the  increasing  age  of  the  child,  are  loving  the 
child,  and  the  husband  or  wife,  for  what  he  or  she 


really  is,  creating  an  atmosphere  of  love  in  the  home, 
facing  dilemmas  and  reworking  philosophies  in  terms 
of  new  challenges,  letting  the  child  grow  and  go,  de- 
veloping cooperation  in  the  home,  tying  in  with  life 
outside  the  family,  providing  good  patterns  for  the 
roles  of  adult  men  and  women,  enjoying  the  progress 
of  the  child  towards  adulthood  and  getting  the  teen- 
ager’s point  of  view,  encouraging  the  children  to  help 
with  chores,  maintaining  health  to  insure  energy  for 
making  a good  home,  keeping  communication  systems 
open  in  the  teenage  family,  taking  professional  pride  in 
the  achievement  of  a comfortable,  wholesome,  and 
friendly  home  atmosphere. 

This  book,  based  on  the  work  of  Robert  Havighurst 
and  associates  at  the  University  of  Chicago,  and  this 
concept  of  studying  the  family,  has  much  to  offer  any 
Quaker,  particularly  one  interested  in  education.  Use 
of  this  book  will  stimulate  thought  as  to  how  our  meet- 
ings and  families  can  effectively  undergird  one  another 
in  the  pursuit  of  our  common  ideals.

REFUGEE  YEAR 

Friends  throughout  the  world  have  been  active  in  sup- 
port of  World  Refugee  Year.  Almost  all  the  Meetings 
in  our  Yearly  Meeting  have  cooperated  with  the  Ameri- 
can Friends  Service  Committee  on  its  two  projects  start- 
ed this  year:  relief,  especially  blankets  and  sewing  ma- 
terials for  Algerian  refugees,  and  pilot  programs  in  Hong 
Kong— vocational  training  for  teen-agers,  and  day  nurser- 
ies for  the  children  of  working  mothers. 

In  addition,  Friends  Meeting  over  the  country  have 
assisted  in  resettling  280  refugees,  including  171  Dutch 
Indonesian  refugees  and  two  Chinese  families  from  Hong 
Kong. 

Honolulu  Meeting  sends  a special  report  of  their  ex- 
perience: “Last  year  the  Monthly  Meeting  decided  to 
sponsor  a refugee  family  from  Indonesia.  Johan  and  Hen- 
rietta Robijn,  with  their  three  sons,  Ronald  (18),  Arnold 
(13)  and  Harry  (12),  arrived  in  October.  They  were 
settled  in  a small  2-bedroom  house  in  a district  with 
excellent  schools.  The  parents  knew  quite  a little  Eng- 
lish, but,  of  the  boys,  only  Ronald  knew  even  a little. 
They  were  taken  in  hand  at  once  and  taught  a minimal 
amount  of  English  and  are  both  now  in  school  and  very 
happy.  Johan  and  Ronald  are  working  for  a pineapple 
cannery,  and  Henrietta  is  doing  some  sewing.  The  family 
seems  happy  and  is  adjusting  very  well  to  their  new  en- 
vironment.” 

La  Jolla  Meeting  has  had  a similar  experience  settling 
an  Indonesian  family;  San  Luis  Obispo  Worship  Group 
is  negotiating  for  a family;  Corvallis  Preparative  Meet- 
ing is  working  with  other  church  groups  in  the  town  to 
arrange  sponsorship  for  one  or  more  families.
